W ashington. Aug. 30.—Government 
operation of the nation's railroads is 
the aint of two million organised ra il­ 
road w orkers, Secretary Davison of 
the international association of m a­ 
chinists frankly declared here today 
in an analysis of the railroad situ a­ 
tion made for the United Pres^. 
The transportation law 
gives the 
government authority ito take over 
the railroads in case of a strike or 
other em ergency, according to Davi­ 
son. 
All railroad w orkers 
of 
the 
country now a re taking a strike vote. 
he said. 
“The m anagers of the railroads and 
their aides are trying to force the 
strike with the hope of making the 
governm ent guarantee its securities 
It is going to be a fight to the finish. 
"The union men w ant the roads u n ­ 
der governm ent operation to end econ­ 
omic depression and unemployment 
It may as well come now as la ter.” 
G overnm ent officials today claim not 
to be anxious over the possibility of 
a railroad strike. 
The railroad unions 
have taken a strike vote before w ith­ 
out a walkout, they pointed oat. 
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Prevent I 'inuit Ionized Strike. 
Chicago, Aug. 30—Railroad 
union 
leaders exerted every effort today to 
prevent a local unauthorized strik * 
pending taking of a “ strike vote" of 
two million employes. 
Union agents were sent to large 
railroad centers of the country prin­ 
cipally to help get out the vote on 
the strike question, but it was learned 
also to keep the men on the job until 
the ballots 
are 
counted. 
Messages 
were sent by Bert M. Jewell, head of 
the railroad departm ent of the Am eri­ 
can Federation of Labor and by other 
union leaders, to local union organiz­ 
ations showing signs of restlessness. 
T h reats 
of 
unauthorized 
strikes 
w ere received from several large rail­ 
road centers. 
Although W. J. 
Lee, 
of the trainm en, is considered one of 
the most conservative railroad union 
leaders, his organization has a larger 
proportion of “radicals/’ than any oth­ 
er railroad union. 
The one big rail­ 
road union which h ea d ed ,ofT the un­ 
authorized 
strike movement a year 
ago has organized and found consid­ 
erable support am ong trainm en, ac­ 
cording to John Grunau, chief of the 
outlaw organization. 
With the strike vote of the four 
large brotherhoods progressing the 
vote of five thousand shop workers 
favoring a strike already in the rail 
road unions will present 
a 
united 
front within two weeks, according to 
the prediction of their leaders today. 


Strike Tote WHI he ti to I for Strike. 
St. Paul, Aug. 30—A strike vote of 
the railroad w orkers has been com­ 
pleted here and the result telegraphed 
to national headquarters of various 
unions. 
Local officials 
of 
the 
big 
four railroad brotherhoods told a rep­ 
resentative of the United Press that 
the vote would average six to one in 
favor of a strike. 
They refused to 
divulge any figures until the nation­ 
wide poll is completed and announced.

Many people in Germany have been 
angered by the rantings of the m on­ 
archists against the government, fol­ 
low ing the assassination of Mathias 
Krzsherger and yesterday’s meeting 
was a warning to the prokuiser junk 
ers of the Fatherland. 
The royalists, celebrating the vic­ 
tory of Tennenlnirg had conducted a 
small parade in Potsdam when the 
dem onstrators arrived, prepared llo 
fight in big style. 
The leaders of the dem onstration 
tried to induce the dem onstrators to 
respect the polit e and keep calm, hut 
when the green police asked the par­ 
aders to disperse, a policeman who 
was standing under the historical tree 
where Frederick the Great used to 
set I Ie the q u arrels of his subjects, 
was disarm ed and tram pled on. Then

police 
fired, 
killing 
two 
and 
wounding several. 
The leaders promised to do every­ 
thing in their pow er to bring the 
dem onstrators quietly home, but they 
were slow in gaining control of the 
m asses which were highly excited. 
Num erous m onarchists were ad o rn ­ 
ing the houses in Potsdam and the 
dem onstrators tried to tear down the 
flags, leading to num erous Ast fights. 
The dem onstrators finally paraded 
the streets of Potsdam and hoarded 
trains for Berlin in good order. 
“ Who is next?" is the question be­ 
ing asked by all of Germany follow­ 
ing the assassination 
of 
Krzberger 
Nervousness is prevailing throughout 
the country and fear is expressed that 
other leaders may fall victims to as­ 
sassins’ bullets, 
< otnment In the radical, dem ocratic 
sol ta list and clerical press is exceed­ 
ingly bitter, certain 
papers holding 
the reactionary nationalist press as 
directly responsible for the crime, 
I lie Germania, the leading organ of 
the Catholic party,

member, in an editorial commenting 
on the assassination says the dead 
leader was the victim of nationalist 
agitation. 
Freiheit. the organ of the independ­

K ahr of Bavaria, the leaders of the 
nationalist party and the reactionary

LINE IS A WELL MARKED ONE 


At Southern End Carries State High­ 
way No. 4 Mark Connecting With 
Iowa Primary Highway No. 4 
A highway blessed with wonderful 
roads and beautiful scenery is that 
of the Itasca Park Highway running 
from Iowa to the park.

Down and Huge Losses if Im­ 
port Tax is Cut

George H. Crosby

Western mining operator* appeared 


before the Senate finance committee 
in Washington to pres* claims for 
tariff protection on manganese, one 
of the steel alloys on which represent­ 
ative* of steel interests urged low 
import rates. 
Both (.corge H. Crosby 
of Duluth, and C. W, Potts of Deer- 
wood, Minn., mining men, declared 
their mines would he forced to close, 
unless import duties were levied on 
their product. 
Representatives of the steel indus­ 
try, in urging lower duties on ferro 
alloys, Mr. Crosby said. had asserted 
there was not a worth while supply 
of manganese ore in this country, 
whereas, there was, 
added, 36,000,- 
000 tons of manganese-bearing ore in 
the Cuyuna Range alone. Under war­ 
time stimulus, he said, about $7,000,- 
000 was spent in the development of 
thirty-four mines in that range, but 
lack of protection had resulted in all 
but two being close I. 
"Even when conditions become nor­ 
mal again,” Mr. Crosby said, "those 
mines cannot be re-oi>ened without a 
tariff.’’ 
Mr. Potts figured his investment 
at about three-quarters of a million 
and said he did not believe lie could 
salvage much of it without a tariff.
